The habit of talking in a well-mod- 


ulated voice, with proper emphasis, 
may be developed by training and pro- 
per study of use of the voice. A soft 
voice, with suitable emphasis when 
required, is an important factor in 
success in any Walk of life. 


Nowadays, besides learning to talk 


Suitably for ordinary conversation, and 
bvef the telephone, it Is necessary also 
for many to leflrn proper use of the 
voice on the radio. The success of 
many a man in modern political life 
has depended on his ability to project 
his personality through his voice in 
radio broadcasts. 


Hoarseness o'ften occurs after pro-

Splendid Biography of Tyrant of Ancles 


.For rcaly efficient and watertight 
dictatorship, we generalyy look to 
Europe. Latin America has bred plen- 
ty of dictators, but most of them are 
hit and run specialists—men who be- 
lieve in looting the treasury while the 
looting is good and then heading for a 
safe hide-out in Paris or New York. 


But there %vas one of them who could 


have given Hitler and Mussolini les'i 
sons—Gomez of Venezuela. 


For 27 years Gomez ran Venezuela 


like a feudal chief. His tyranny was 
ell-embracing and effective. Piety of 
people wanted him out of there, but 
no one ever translated wish into'effec- 
tive action. And he died, at last, 


Latin America. 


Thomas Rourko has written a fine 


biography of the man—"Gome/.. Tyrant 
of the "Andes" Morrow $3.50)—and 
while I should have caileti your atten- 
tion to it. much earlier, this belated 
notice may not bo amiss. 


Gomez was born to poverty and he 


had a wild and misspent youth. He 
became a soldier, at lust, and, when 
President Castro left the country in 
1908 for a trip to Europe. Gome/ took 
over the government for himself. 


Thereafter his word wiis low. He 


became fabulously 
wealthy. Never 


bothering to marry, he produced near- 
ly 100 children. And although he cre- 
ated one of the most brutal dictatorial 
machines on record, he did #ive his 
country economic advancement. Vene- 
zuela today is debt-free. 


All in all, he was a man worth read- 


ing about, and Mr. Rourke tells about 
him in scholaily and readable style.

For 
one thing he is extremely conservative 
and is intensely annoyed by any ex- 
cess of aggressiveness—American or 
otherwise—which

The American method of proceeding

HE serfs of the Ukraine, some 
100 years ago, used to sing new 


songs of humor and tragedy that 
soon caught the fancy of a weal- 
thy Russian. He sought out the 
young man 
who wrote thest 


homely legends and bought his 
freedom. 
The 
poetic 
serf 
was Taras 


Schevtschenko. It was 1838 and 
he was 24. He continued to write, 
mostly tragic tales in verse of 
cruelties visited upon his people. 
He joined a secret society, and 
continued to harass the czar's of- 
ficials with his revolutionary po- 
etry. 
He was arrested in 1847 


and sentenced to serve in the ar- 
my at Orenburg, on the Siberian 
frontier. 


Practically in exile for 10 years, 


he continued sending back to his 
people verses describing his ex- 
periences and his thoughts. Finally 
Count Feodore Tolstoi, the great 
author, gained the poet's freedom 
in 1857. Schevtschenko died four 
years later, aged 47.

WASHINGTON. — Long before the 


few Deal took hold, a New Deal of 
lightly diferent model was tried out 
n South Dagotn. 
New-Dcalcr-in- 


Chfef was Republican Peter Norbeck, 
hen governor, more recently senator, 
now dead. 


Traditionally the Dakotas have an 


ibiding faith in the efficacy of govern- 
ment to solve the people's ills. So 
when Norbeck, the successful well- 
driller, became governor, he found 
community willing to go with him in 
lovernmontal experiments. 
The state started a coal mine, a rura 


credit system, a cement plant, hail in- 
surance and a bank guarantee law 
These were still going concerns when 
tforbcck, immensely popular with pro- 
gressives, was elected to the senate in 
1920. 


After that, the deluge. His rura 


credit system folded up with a §40,000,- 
000 debt. Ten years after the progran 
was undertaken, all had failed excep 
the cement plant. 


These difficulties did not upset Nor- 


beck. He was re-elected again anc 
again as an independent Republican 
coming through 19:12 with a 25,000 ma 
jority. Democrats swept every othe 


Nor did the failure of the govcrn- 


ncntal ventures within his state dnunt 
Norbeck the senator. The New Deal 
rop control program won his un- 
tintcd support and he liked Roose- 
•elt projects generally. His philoso- 
ihy, much like that of the New Deal, 
ccmcd to be: 
"Do something. Even if it's wrong, 
o something."
